From 1841 to 1888 In the Atlantic 
Ocean.

The record 
commences from the date of the dis­ 
appearance of the itf-fated

The accidents occurred from various 
causes. 
Some of those run down and 
sunk by the collision were the Arctic, 
Ville de Havre and the Geiser; others 
by fire, like the Amazon, Sardinian 
and Austria; others by going on rocks 
in a fog, namely the Schiller, Mosel 
and Atlantic; a few foundered, like the 
Vera Cruz; others on the ice, like the 
Canadian and some mysteriously dis­ 
appeared, like the magnificent City of 
Boston,

The GAZETTE has all along been 
talking manufactories for West Berke­ 
ley and its efforts are not going un­ 
healed. 
The manufacturers' Associa­ 
tion of San Francisco will in all prob­ 
ability divert $20,000 here 
in the 
manufacture of organs. 
Now comes a 
company 
from San Francisco who 
have written to George Schmidt in 
reference to glass works, the letter be­ 
ing printed in full below: 


The representative of the company 
will be here on Tuesday evening and 
attend the meeting of the West Berke­ 
ley Progressive club, when he will 
give more definite ideas. 
We hope 
that every progressive citizen of West 
Berkeley will be at the meeting and in 
some way assist this matter along. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 8, 1895. 
Mr. George Schmidt, Berkeley, Cal. 


DEAR SIR: 
In reply to your re­ 
quest of this afternoon, in relation to 
the proposed Glass Bottle Manufactory 
I would say: We ask your citizens to 
construct for us a furnace and build­ 
ing on a piece of ground at least 200 
by aoo, with taxes free for the first 
year. The building would be about 
45 by 50 and with the furnace cost 
about $2500. 


In return for this we leave the whole 
building and grounds in the hands of 
a trustee or trustees, to be appointed 
by you for a period of five years, and 
during that time we are to operate the 
plant as a Glass Bottle Works, with a 
capital stock of $30,000, employing 
about forty men and boys, at a daily 
expense of between $400 and $500 per 
day. 


These people must of a certainty 
live in the neighborhood of the factory. 
Now it is plain sailing to see that their 
money will go to the local trades peo 
pie. 
Many Of them will soon buy 
their own homes. 
As some of our 
people will come from the East this is 
the way to get a half-million people 
into this State. 
Now let Berkeley be 
up and doing and see that she gets her 
share of the increase. 
I will be un­ 
able to call on Monday afternoon but 
will take the 6 p. m. boat from this city 
for West Berkeley on Tuesday evening 
prepared to answer almost any ques­ 
tion your citizens may ask in relation 
to this industry.

Argentine** Capital Is the Queen of the 
Southern Hemisphere. 


The omniaoient Whitaker, under the 
heading "British Possessions In Aus­ 
tralasia*" states that Melbourne, with 
its suburbs, contained on Deo. SI, 1894, 
an estimated population ot 444,832 in­ 
habitants, "being the most populous 
city in. the southern hemisphere." We 
have always understood Bio de Janeiro 
and Buenos Ayrea to be also in the 
southern hemisphere, and, oddly enough, 
Whi^^.hirxisell gives larger ggorno 
Mr Both of these cities than for Mel­ 
bourne. The remark is probably one 
that has been at some time true and has 
been carried on from year to year. 


In any case, the results of the census 
establish incontestably 
the claim of 
Buenos' Ayres to "be the greatest city of 
South America and of the southern 
hemisphere. With allowance for imper­ 
fections fl the execution of tbu census,, 
inseparable from the way in which it 
was carried out, the figure 655,088 may 
be takes; as practically correct, and no 
other city in this half of the world can 
lay olaim to possessing within 100,000 
of thiainunber of inhabitants. 


The population of Buenos Ayres is 
thus larger than that of any city of the 
United Kingdom, except London and 
Glasgow. It is considerably larger than' 
that of Liverpool or Birmingham, and 
it jls only about 50,000 less than the 
combined populations of Manchester and 
Salford. Of the great cities of Europe 
only Paris, Berlin, Vienna, St. Peters­ 
burg, Constantinople and Moscow sur­ 
pass Buenos Ayres, and in North Amer­ 
ica only New York, Brooklyn, Chicago 
and Philadelphia. Our city is the second 
city of the Latin world, surpassing Mad- 
rid, Sajplea and Rome in Europe and 
Bio Janeiro, Santiago, Lima and Hex- 
ioo^in the new world.
